Suspended Sentences. 


H may not be in order for laymen or the press to criticise 


this: courts, but undoubtedly'there is a growing feeling that the 
practice of suspending sentences,'which is growing rapidly, is 
iii danger of-becoming an abuse. 
Without doubt-there are 


cases in which the suspension of sentence is proper and bene- 
licial, but if the practice becomes too common it is liable to 
have a bad effect, not only by turning loose upon society per- 
sons convicted of crime, but by leading the criminally inclined 
to believe that in case of a pinch a suspended sentence will be 
the limit' of the penalty, particularly in connec.tion with first 
offenses. 
. 
, 


The reading public is familiar with the growing practice of 


suspending'sentences. 
Men are haled before the courts and 


convicted of crimes more or less serious. With great dignity 
and solemnity sentences are imposed, followed in many cases 
by the announcement that sentence is suspended and that the 
prisoner is a free man, lo go where he pleases and do as he 
pleases, with nothing lo prevent but the knowledge that a sen- 
tence is "hanging over" him. 


A conspicuous case of this kind is reported from New York, 


where a man was convicted of an attempt at extortion. 
The 


maximum penalty that might have been imposed was im- 
prisonment for seven years and a half, but instead of sending 
the man to prison for that or any length of time the judge let 
the defendant go with the understanding that he shall let 
liquor alone for seven years and a half, and that if he fails to 


' do this he will be taken in again and sent to jail. 


To -the public this will seem Tike a queer and questionable 


disposition of the case. The man was not before the court on 
the charge of drunkenness. 
Me was convicted of a serious 


crime, and because he is addicted to Ihe intemperate use of 
liquor the court saw lit to let him go, with the understanding 
that if lie stops his drinking that will end Ihe matter. 


If the man's bad habit is broken by this course^ some good 


will have been accomplished, but who believes it will be ? The 
court may, but it is safe to say that few others do. Leniency 
has its uses' in dealing with law breakers, and the fear is grow- 
ing that it also has ils abuses. Society is entitled to protection 
against evil doers, and it is lo be questioned whether this can 
be secured through a too free use of the suspended sentence.
